second victim of the 1913 flood di»- 
aster in this city was found Thurs- 
day when the lifeless body of Sey- 
mour Collins, aged 32 years, ira» 
discovered among some wreckage in 
:he old Eighth ward where it had 
lain since Tuesday night, March 25. 


Collins -was unmarried. 
He had 


been employed at the B. & O. shops 
for some time during -which period 
he was a boarder at the home of 
Charles Tabler, 451 Willow street. 
It was in this house that the victim 
was found. 
The body was jammed 


in a corner behind the door and was 
almost entirely covered with mud 
and filth when discovered by Jacob 
Bell, who with several others wa« 
making an 
investigation 
of 
the 


houses in the flooded district. 


On Tuesday night, March 25. the 


members of the Tabler family were 
driven from their home by the en- 
croaching waters. They made their 
escape in a row boat. Collins start- 
ed with the rescue party and then 
returned to the house stating that 
he had forgotten 
something 
and 


would get OUT later. 
But evidently 


he failed to note the rapidity with 
which the surrounding waters rose 
and the building, which was only a 
one-story affair, was soon covered 
and later demolished by the raging 
torrents. 


Collins was a former resident of 


Grafton, W. Va., and his only rela- 
tive, Mrs. Bertina Croton, a sister, 
resides at that place. The remains 
were prepared for burial at the Peo- 
ple's undertaking establishment and 
shipped to Grafton. 
It was report- 


ed that Collins had just received his 
pay at the B & O shops and had $25 
on his person at the 
time of 
his 


death. 
However, a thorough exam- 


ination of his clothing failed to re- 
veal anything of value and it is prob- 
able that the money was lost in the 
flood should the report that he was 
paid be true. Xo marks that would 
indicate foul play were found on 
the body and it was evident that his 
death was due to drowning. 


As rapidly and thoroughly as pos- 


sible the debris in the flood dis- 
trict is being searched for victims. 
Thus far it has been absolutely im- 
possible to secure anything like an 
accurate census of the refugees so 
that it can only be surmized that few- 
lives were lost, but the fact that thus 
far only one body has been found 
since the wafers receded leads to the 
belief that, as was at first thought, 
the death list will be remarkabFy 
small considering the stage of water 
and the rapidity with 
which 
the 


flood attained its crest. Reports have 
come from Putnam to the effect that 
in all probability bodies 
will 
be 


found in the debris there, but so 
far as can be learned no persons are 
authoritatively reported as among 
the missing.

At>ril 4.— The work 
of 


reconstruction at Zaneeville Is uow oo 
in earnest and hundreds vpf laborers.

8ight£«era arw a bother and a uuisam-e I 
au<i yet there is t>o way to prevent> 
their influx into the deeoiated dis- 
tricts.

from 
daylight till dark and 


get iu the way of teamsters am! work- 
ers alike. There is a grt-at deal to see 
•tid it bs well worth seeing, yet ihe 
rpectators interfere greatly with the 
progress of cleaning u|> the devasta:e<l 
sections of the city. 


The U. and O. railway is now run- 


ning trains us far as the 
Y ' bridge 


but are not crossing the river for the 
very good reason that the bridge IE 
down. The Ohio Kiel-trie run 
iheir 


*ars to the long trestle above Dillon 
Falls and here a transfer is made afi- 
er walking part way across the bridge- 
to a car which runs as far as State 
street. Froai State street up to the 
"\" bridge one plows through the 
Baud swept out of houses along lower 
ilaiu street. 


From State 
street to fhe 
bridge 


scores of homes are overturned, but all 
this has been previously told. It was 
a common night to set 
women 
in 


jumpers and rubber boots with hoes 
and shovels getting or rather trying to 
get the mud out of their homes. You 
housewives who are -blessed with per- 
fect security against such a calamhy 
aiid who scold if a speck of dust gets 
on the furniture, or a Httle mud upon 
the floors imagine, if you can. from 
six inches to as much as nvo feet of 
slimy mud in all lower rooms, 
wall 


paper washed off the sidewall.-s. and 
furniture, bedding and carpets buried 
^ln the mud. It is pitiful to see somt- 
oi these women trying to cleanse their 
homes and furnishings. 
It 
will 
be 


weeks before they even begin to re- 
semble anything of their former ap- 
pearance and even then it 
will re- 


quire nearly all new furnishings. 


In the business districts men and j 


teamsters are working like beavers to ] 
restore some semulance of order out 
of chaos and get things in shape so 
that business may be resumed. V.'hen 
it is remembered that water covered 
the entire lower floor of many business 
places on Main street it will 1-e real- 
ized that quite a task confronts these 
"workers. 


The telephone systems of the ci.y 


art fast being restored and this is a 
•wonderful help. Gas is on and it h 
proving a blessing to the poor unfor- 
tunates who for days suffered from the 
cold. I talked to a. number of merch- 
ants who told me that much of their 
stock floated away. In several in- 
stances there was no stock left at all. 


The B. and O. is making wonderful 


headway in cleaning up the wreckage 
la the yards and it proves what a sys- 
tematized organization can do. A few 
days ago it looked as if it would take 
months to clear away the debris in 
the yards and today tlio rapidity with j 
which it has been accomplished is al- 
most marvelous. Scores of gangs of 
"men assisted by crews manning steam 
derrick and steam shovels and trains 
carrying away the wreckage, have I 
transformed the place until today it! 
would not *>e recognized as the scene 
of almost utter desolation of a few 
days ago. Thursday afternoon was 
pay day for the workers and hun- 
dreds of men filed into the car, in 
charge of the military, and came out 
with bright crisp yellowback money. 
It was the first pay day for the men 
and it wiil be a wonderful help in as- 
sisting in refurnishing many homes 
and keeping the wolf away from the 
door. 


I visited several relief stations and 


talked to a number in the bread line. 
Some of the storips told are 
heart- 


rendering and the amount of suffer- 
ing caused by the flood cannot be over- 
estimated.

LUXURIOUS KITCHENS. 


They Used Silver Lined Saucepans In 


the Old Days In Rom*. 


While the housewife today prides 


Herself, and with reason, on the equip- 
ment and conveniences of her estab- 
lishment, she need not think that cen- 
turies ago other •women in other lands 
were not equally well provided. In- 
deed, the kitchens of Roman women 
were much more luxuriously fitted out 
than are most kitchens of today. 


Xow, In the days when the Roman 


empire was at its height, if yon went 
into the culinary department of an ele- 
gant establishment you would find 
saucepans lined with silver and pails 
of various description richly inlaid 
with arabesques in silver and shovels 
that were handsomely and intricately 
carved- Egg frames, too. that would 
cook twenty eggs at once and pastry 
molds shaped like shells and an in- 
finite assortment of gridirons, frying 
pans, cheese graters and tart dishes. 


The toilet tables of the Roman wo- 


men were well supplied in the same 
lavish fashion. Ivory combs, perfumes, 
cosmetics, hairpins, even an elaborate 
hair net of gold, have been recently 
unearthed. 
Safety pins, too, which 


have for a long time been considered 
a strictly modern invention, conld be 
found on their tables. But they had 
no brushes nor any glass mirror, the 
kind they nsed being of silver or other 
white metals.—Chicago Tribune.
